In claim 8, the phrase "capable of renders claim indefinite since it is 
positively recited.

4. Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 7 has not been 
further treated on the merits. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 1-6,8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kelly, Jr. (2,743,416). 

Kelly discloses all of the claimed invention including a core 18; detection 
winding 21; and excitation winding 13 and a compensation circuit (note figs. 1-2; 
col. 3, lines 27-38; lines 48-58; col. 4, lines 12-22). 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kelly, Jr. in view of Choi et al. (6,41 1 ,086). 

Kelly discloses a magnetometer as described above except for the 
magnetometer being formed from a stack of thin layers. The use of stack of thin 
layers for forming a magnetometer is very well known in the related art. This 
feature is also taught by Choi (col. 2, lines 1-10; col. 1, lines 54-60). 
Consequently, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art

at the time the invention was made to make the device of Kelly from thin layers 
as taught by Choi to reduce the overall size of a system and to detect a magnetic 
field with greater accuracy since this technology is known for its use.
